Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  this  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants  for  the  year  1955.  This  report  includes  the  report 
of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  I have  again  given  details  of  the 
work  carried  out  by  me  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  the 
W.R.C.C-  services. 

The  real  basis  of  all  public  health  work  vis.,  sanitation,  clean 
food  supplies,  water  borne  sewage,  cleansing  and  refuse  removal, 
pure  water,  etc.,  comprehensively  called  environmental  hygiene, 
is  so  often  taken  for  granted.  Some  of  this  work  is  a joint 
responsibility  with  the  Health  and  Surveyor’s  Departments  and  a 
perusal  of  the  report  will  show  a large  amount  of  routine  work 
has,  as  usual,  been  carried  out  and  the  health  of  the  community 
safeguarded. 

The  Divisional  work  is  the  administration  of  personal  health 
services  and  when  one  looks  at  the  wide  field  covered  one  can 
appreciate  the  comprehensive  nature  of  the  services  offered  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  district. 

The  vital  statistics  make  interesting  reading  and  give  a picture 
of  the  health  of  the  inhabitants.  Since  1950  the  population  has 
steadily  declined  whereas  the  birth  rate,  although  lower  than  some 
surrounding  areas,  has  consistently  been  higher  than  that  the  the 
County  generally  and  also  higher  than  England  and  Wales.  As 
the  death  rate  remains  more  or  less  stationary  it  is  difficult  to 
account  for  the  reduction  in  population.  The  statistics  for  1955 
have  been  commented  upon  in  the  report. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  has  again  been 
very  low,  there  being  only  212  notified  cases  of  all  diseases.  It 
is  pleasing  to  report  for  the  fourth  successive  year  there  have  been 
no  cases  of  Diphtheria.  Unfortunately,  despite  strenuous  efforts 
by  the  health  staff  only  half  the  children  under  5 years  are 
immunised  against  the  dread  disease  although  three  quarters  of  all 
school  children  are  so  protected.  The  number  of  Whooping  Cough 
cases  remain  few  and  it  appears  that  immunisation  against  this 
disease  is  beginning  to  have  an  effect. 

I would  like  to  express  by  appreciation  to  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  valued 
help  and  co-operation  and  also  to  all  members,  professional  and 
clerical,  of  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  office.

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COMMENT  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


Population  and  Birth  Rate- 

The  population  shows  a further  decline  to  18,470.  This  is 
the  fifth  successive  reduction  in  population  from  1950. 

The  number  of  births  showed  a slight  increase,  from  347  to 
358  and  a consequent  rise  in  the  Birth  Rate  from  17.9  to  18.5 
(corrected).  Although  the  rate  is  higher  than  that  of  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole  (15.0)  it  is  lower  than  the  rate  in  surrounding 
urban  areas.  There  were  11  illegitimate  births  compared  with  10 
in  the  previous  year  and  in  this  connection  the  Moral  Welfare 
Committee  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster  and  Rotherham 
continue  to  be  most  helpful.  This  committee  with  financial  assistance 
from  the  W.R.C.C.  arranges  for  accommodation  in  their  Homes 
for  those  unmarried  mothers  who  want  assistance. 


Deaths 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  shows  a very  slight  reduction  of 
15  deaths  compared  with  16  in  1954.  This  reduces  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  to  41.9  compared  with  46.1  in  1954  and  is  higher 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  (24.9).  Of  the 
15  children  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age,  eight  died 
in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life. 

The  number  of  deaths  (176)  was  three  lower  than  1954'  There 
was  a reduction  in  deaths  from  cancer  from  34  to  19  and  15  of 
these  deaths  occurred  in  males.  Of  these  15  deaths,  there  were  5 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung.  Heart  disease  and  associated 
diseases  continue  to  be  the  commonest  cause  of  death;  there  were 
51  such  deaths  compared  with  47  in  1954. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth. 

The  number  of  still  birts  continued  at  a fairly  high  level, 
there  being  11  as  in  1954.

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  are 
coal  mining,  railway  work  and  engineering,  with  tradesmen  and 
shopkeepers  who  cater  for  their  needs. 

SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY 
1.  Child  Welfare  Service  and  Health  Visiting  Service. 

The  tables  included  in  this  report  show  the  work  of  the  Health 
Visitors  in  relation  to  the  child  welfare  part  of  their  duties.  Selective 
home  visiting  is  all  important  and  these  highly  trained  nurses  have 
an  important  contribution  to  make  to  the  upbringing  of  healthy 
children. 

In  her  visits  to  the  home,  the  first  of  which  takes  place  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  midwife  ceases  attendance  on  the 
fourteenth  day,  the  health  visitor’s  advice  on  feeding  and  care  of 
the  baby  assumes  a very  practical  aspect.  Knowing  the  mother 
well,  nd  being  well  received,  enables  the  health  visitor  to  receive 
confidences  on  any  other  family  problems  which  may  be  worrying 
the  mother  and  advice  and  practical  help  can  be  given. 

To  supplement  the  home  visiting  there  are  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  at  each  centre  a medical  officer  attends.  These  centres 
are  in  no  way  treatment  centres  and  the  accent  is  always  on  positive 
health  and  health  education.  Co-operation  with  the  general 
practitioners  in  the  area  by  health  visitors,  home  nurses  and 
midwives,  is  important  to  the  success  of  all  branches  of  public  health 
work. 

In  connection  with  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  1 would  like  once 
again  to  pay  a tribute  to  the  voluntary  workers.  Their  help  is 
invaluable  and  contributes  very  much  to  the  smooth  running  of 
the  clinics.

2.  Maternity  Service. 

Attendances  at  the  Ante  Natal  clinics  remain  constant.  The 
tendency  will  eventually  be  for  attendances  to  fall  as  more  general 
practitioners  establish  their  own  clinics.  Where  these  have  been 
established,  the  midwives  attend  them  along  with  the  practitioner. 
It  must  not  be  forgotten,  however,  that  the  educative  part  of  an 
ante  natal  clinic  is  important.  Advice  is  given  on  diet,  the  hygiene 
of  pregnancy,  mothercraft,  the  provision  of  layettes,  provision  of 
maternity  packs,  advice  on  maternity  benefits,  and  relaxation 
exercise.  Despite  the  fact  that  sex  is  so  freely  discussed  nowadays 
so  many  young  mothers  having  their  first  baby  have  just  no  idea 
of  what  childbirth  means  and  many  have  fears  and  dreads  The 
midwives  in  their  talks  explain  to  these  young  mothers  the 
mechanis  mof  childbirth  and  allay  their  fears  by  explaining  what 
should  be  a perfectly  normal  event.

Compared  with  most  other  parts  of  the  County , particularly 
the  north,  this  area  has  only  limited  accommodation  for  confine- 
ments in  maternity  homes;  only  41%’  of  all  births  ta.ke  place  in  a 
maternity  home.

7.  School  Health  Service. 

Every  school  child  is  examined  by  a whole-time  Medical 
Officer  on  entry  to  a primary  school,  in  the  last  year  at  a primary 
school  and  in  the  last  year  at  a secondary  school.  Additional  special 
examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  request  of  the  parent,  teacher, 
or  at  the  Medical  Officer’s  discretion. 

When  the  medical  examination  reveals  a defect,  arrangements 
arc  in  force  fo  rthe  case  to  be  followed  up  and  the  necessary 
treatment  to  be  obtained. 

Minor  ailment  clinics  are  held  by  the  school  nurses  but  the 
numbers  attending  these  clinics  arc  diminishing.  This  is  probably 
due  to  the  services  of  the  general  practitioner  being  freely  available. 
Visits  are  made  quarterly  for  head  inspection.  Where  infections  by 
nits  or  lice  are  found  these  are  followed  up  in  the  school  and  at 
home. 
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No  school  dental  services  is  yet  available  for  this  division 
and  this  is  a matter  of  a very  serious  regret-  For  the  last  four  years 
the  school  children  in  this  division  have  had  no  dental  attention 
but  steps  are  now  being  taken  to  establish  a central  dental  clinic, 
for  this  and  neighbouring  divisions,  in  Doncaster.

There  is  a free 
ambulance  and  sitting  car  twenty-four  hour  service  for  everyone 
The  vehicles  are  stationed  at  Yarborough  Terrace,  Bentley,  and 
are  available  on  request  from  doctors  and  nurses,  or  from  the 
general  public  in  an  emergency. 


11.  Care  and  After-Care. 

It  is  important  that  patients  who  have  been  treated  in  hospital 
by  consultants,  either  medically  or  surgically,  should  receive 
after-care  on  their  return  to  their  own  homes  to  ensure  continued 

benefit  from  the  treatment.  . ...  , 

Discharged  patients  who  require  nursing  assistance  either  from 

the  home  nurse,  midwife,  or  health  visitor  are  notified  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who,  in  co-operation  with  the  patient  s 
doctor,  arranges  for  the  necessary  service  to  be  given.  ^ 

In  common  with  many  other  areas,  there  is  a scnous  shortage 
of  beds  for  the  aged  chronic  sick,  and  distressing  cases  have  often 
to  wait  for  admission.  The  home  nurse  and  the  services  of  a 
home  help  can  occasionally  help  in  these  conditions  but  where 
there  are  no  relatives  living  in  the  house  or  near  at  hand,  the 
only  solution  is  removal  to  hospital. 
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12.  Special  Examinations. 

Throughout  the  year  special  examinations  are  carried  out  for 
the  Council  of  all  staff  (officials  and  workmen)  who  commence 
work  for  the  Council.  Medical  examinations  and  consultations  are 
also  held  with  members  of  the  staff  who  have  prolonged  absence 
with  sickness.

SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  212  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified 
compared  with  81  cases  in  1954-  Measles  (81),  Whooping  Cough 
(21),  and  Scarlet  Fever  (9)  accounted  for  most  of  the  cases. 

There  were,  also,  3 cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  and  15 
cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery.  Investigations  failed  to  reveal  any  cause 
of  the  Food  Poisoning.  The  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentry  commenced 
in  December,  1954  and  continued  to  January,  1955.  No  source  of 
infection  was  discovered. 

Two  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified,  only  one  of  which  was 
confirmed.  This  case  was  non-paralytic  and  made  a good  recovery.

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936.

Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis. 

A special  committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for 
some  years.  The  committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and 
district.  Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  committee  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  and  the  Doncaster  County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.  This  committee  carries  out  most  useful  work,  and  the  advice  of 
the  special  health  visitors  for  tuberculosis  is  always  available. 

The  tuberculosis  health  visitor  continues  to  prove  a most 
valuable  link  between  the  Consultant  and  the  Chest  Clinic  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Background  reports  are  submitted 
to  each  officer,  and  this  home  visiting  enables  the  chest  physician 
to  be  assured  that  his  advice  is  being  carried  out.  It  also  enables 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  consider  the  housing  conditions. 

The  County  Council  also  provide  free  milk  up  to  two  pints 
per  day  to  cases  recommended  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

For  some  years  infant  contacts  of  open  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
have  received  B.C.G.  vaccination  as  a precautionary  measure.  Last 
year  the  scheme  was  extended  to  all  children  of  13  years  of  age 
irrespective  of  contact  with  Tuberculosis.  With  the  consent  of  the 
parents  these  children  are  skin  tested  to  find  their  reaction.  If  the 
reaction  is  positive  no  further  action  is  necessary  as  such  reaction 
indicates  that  the  child  has  developed  a protection.  If  the  reaction 
is  negative  the  child  is  vaccinated  with  B.C.G. 

This  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  an  important  step  in  the  protection 
of  the  person  against  Tuberculosis  and  with  its  successful  acceptance 
other  age  groups  will,  no  doubt,  be  included.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  annual  report  for  1955- 

In  the  following  pages  are  tabulated  the  inspections  made  and 
notices  served,  both  preliminary  and  statutory,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  also  of 
work  carried  out  as  a result  of  the  requirements  of  those  notices. 

Housing 

During  the  year  the  survey  of  the  District  for  Slum  Clearance 
purposes  was  completed  and  the  appropriate  return  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  who  acknowledged  and 
approved  it.  The  more  intensive  work  in  connection  with  slum 
clearance  now  lies  ahead  in  the  form  of  an  inspection  of  each  house, 
the  recording  of  defects  and  other  details,  the  preparation  of  reports 
and  the  submission  of  plans.  The  number  of  houses  which  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  9 of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  and  suitable  for 
action  under  Section  11  or  Section  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
is  44.  It  will,  of  course  be  understood  that  this  figure  is  not  the 
final  word  in  slum  clearance.  As  time  passes  other  property  which 
can  now  be  considered  to  be  of  the  border  line  class  will  have  to  be 
reviewed.  It  was  thought  that  the  programme  could  be  dealt  with 
in  the  period  of  three  years. 

During  normal  housing  inspection  work  as  well  as  during  slum 
clearance  survey  it  is  worth  noting  and  recording  that  furniture 
beetle  infestation  has  made  headway  in  this  District.  It  may  be  that 
the  existence  of  infestation  has  not  previously  been  noted,  but  the 
fact  is  that  a considerable  infestation  does  exist.  It  is  also 
surprising  the  amount  of  wood  which  is  lying  around  the  district, 
continuing  to  be  the  source  of  infestation,  and  which  should  be 
disposed  of  by  burning  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

There  are  a few  items  all  of  which  have  previously  been 
reported  to  the  committee  but  which  can  be  re-stated  here.  In 
Chestnut  Avenue,  Carcroft,  three  dwelling-houses  have  been 
converted  into  two  and  the  Council  have  given  an  undertaking  that, 
provided  the  property  is  maintained  in  reasonable  repair,  slum 
clearance  procedure  will  not  be  initiated  during  the  next  ten  years. 

One  certificate  of  disrepair  was  granted  under  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act  of  1954  and  later  revoked  after  the 
completion  of  the  necessary  repairs.  This  is  the  only  application  we 
have  had,  as  yet,  for  a certificate  of  disrepair.  There  have  been 
several  applications  for  improvement  grants  but  in  each  case  the 
application  was  made  after  improvements  had  been  completed 
and  consequently  the  Council  was  unable  to  make  a grant.  With 
regard  to  the  repair  of  defective  dwelling-houses,  it  is  pleasing  to 
be  able  to  report  that  considerable  repair  works  have  been  carried 
out,  and  one  very  good  feature  about  it  is  that  most  of  the  work 
has  been  carried  out  upon  informal  representation,  although  in 
some  cases  statutory  action  has  been  necessary. 
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The  replacement  of  washbowls  in  bathrooms  in  certain  cases 
has  proceeded  satisfactorily.  In  one  area  where  washbowls  had 
become  defective  I eventually  had  them  replaced  and  in  other  cases 
where  washbowls  had  been  removed  because  of  their  defective 
condition  I have  been  successful  in  having  the  washbowl  and  hot 
and  cold  water  services  restored. 

Throughout  the  year  I have  received  requests  from  neighbour- 
ing local  authorities  to  inspect  the  apartments  of  people  who  have 
applied  for  tenancy  of  their  Council  houses. 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and  Similar  Structures 

The  problem  of  controlling  caravan  dwellers  is  increasing 
considerably.  Encampments  have  persisted  throughout  the  year  on 
the  edges  of  the  District  and  eventually  it  became  necessary  for 
action  to  be  taken  to  secure  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance  they 
created  and  compliance  with  the  byelaws.  The  places  to  which 
caravan  dwellers  resort  are  Langthwaite  Lane  and  the  old  refuse  tip 
on  Bentley  Moor  Lane.  The  Green  Lane  site  at  Skellow  has  not  been 
used  by  caravaners  since  building  developments  commenced  in  that 
area.  It  was  found  necessary  to  prosecute  in  certain  cases,  but  when 
it  was  found  that  encampments  persisted  after  prosecution  some  of 
the  lanes  were  closed  by  providing  gates. 

Air  Raid  Shelters 

The  position  remains  the  same  as  previously,  a large  number 
of  these  shelters  still  remain  and  continue  to  be  troublesome  both 
to  the  local  authority  and  the  occupiers  of  dwelling-houses  in  whose 
gardens  the  shelters  have  been  erected.  Most  of  the  shelters  at 
Highfields  have  now  been  demolished,  and  ministerial  sanction  for 
the  demolition  of  dangerous  air-raid  shelters  in  Woodlands  East  has 
been  obtained,  but  the  work  has  not  yet  been  carried  out. 

Public  Conveniences 

Whilst  the  demolition  of  the  public  conveniences  in  the  Adwick 
and  Carcroft  areas  was  necessary  because  of  their  unfortunate 
position  etc.  the  fact  remains  that  there  is  a shortage  of  public 
conveniences  in  certain  parts  of  the  area  and  probably  the  Council 
will  give  consideration  to  this  matter  in  the  future. 

Smoke  Abatement 

In  this  mining  area  we  get  the  unusual  situation  of  almost  a 
complete  absence  of  industrial  and  commercial  smoke.  Domestic 
smoke  emission  is  somewhat  heavy  notwithstanding  the  very  large 
number  of  slow  combustion  stoves  which  have  been  installed  during 
the  past  few  years.  Smoke  emission  from  the  Grammar  School  is 
heavy.  Another  smoke  problem  continues,  namely  the  emission  of 
smoke  from  greenhouse  chimneys.  In  many  cases  it  is  carelessness  on 
the  part  of  the  occupier.  He  himself  does  not  wish  to  be  troubled  with 
smoke  from  his  greenhouse,  so  he  places  it  as  far  from  his  house  as 
possible  but  close  to  some  neighbouring  house  the  tenant  of  which 
has  then  to  complain  to  the  Public  Health  Department  to  seek  re- 
dress. A little  more  thoughtfulness  in  this  would  result  in  better 
neighbourliness.  It  is  again  necessary  to  state  that  the  worst  feature 
of  the  domestic  problem  continues  to  be  caused  by  the  firing  of 
dwellinghouse  chimneys.  On  the  investigation  of  complaints  by 
te  nants  of  smoky  fireplaces  and  defective  cooking-ranges,  I am  often 
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told  that  the  chimney  has  never  been  swept,  but  is  fired  twice  a year. 
The  chimney  pot  is  often  cracked  then  in  times  of  gales,  blown  down 
and  causes  damage  to  dwellinghouse  roofs. 

Another  source  of  atmospheric  pollution  arises  from  fumes 
coughed  up  by  the  heavy  traffic  using  the  Great  North  Road.  The 
pollution  is  more  noticeable  than  domestic  pollution  as  it  is  emitted 
above  road  level  but  below  nose  level. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Of  the  thirty  samples  of  milk  taken  for  chemical  analysis 
twenty-eight  were  found  to  be  genuine  and  two  considered  to  be 
slightly  adulterated  but  not  by  the  addition  of  water.  In  both  cases 
the  County  Council  warned  the  milk  retailers. 

Of  the  253  milk  samples  taken  for  biological  examination  eleven 
were  found  to  be  tuberculous,  which  is  4-35%  and  is  an  improve- 
ment on  last  year.  The  following  table  shows  the  position  since

Investigations  were 

carried  out  by  the  Vete 

at  each  of  the  eleven  farms  from  which  positive  milk  samples  were 
obtained.  Reports  have  been  received  from  the  Ministry  upon  each 
case  and  in  nine  of  the  eleven  cases  animals  were  slaughtered  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order.  In  another  case  the  farm  had  been  under 
investigation  by  the  Ministry  for  some  time  and  we  have  no  further 
reports,  and  in  the  last  case  no  animal  was  slaughtered.  With  regard 
to  designated  milk  samples,  23  Sterilised  milk  samples  were  taken 
all  being  satisfactory.  Also  46  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
were  taken  each  sample  satisfied  the  phosphatase  test  and  only  one 
sample  failed  to  satisfy  the  methylene  blue  test.  69  samples  of 
Pasteurised  milk  were  also  taken,  each  sample  satisfied  both  the 
phosphatase  and  methylene  blue  test. 


Of  the  69  ice-cream  samples  taken  for  methylene  blue  test  65 
were  in  Grades  1 and  2,  both  these  grades  are  considered 
satisfactory.  Two  samples  were  in  Grade  3 and  one  in  Grade  4.  On 
the  whole  this  can  be  considered  to  be  a reasonably  good  standard. 

Meat  inspection  has  to  be  done  most  days  of  the  week.  The 
quality  of  the  cattle  slaughtered  in  this  district  is  unusually  high, 
only  two  cows  were  slaughtered  during  the  year  as  against  280 
bullocks  and  heifers.  The  amount  of  meat  found  to  be  diseased  is 
set  out  later  in  the  report.  All  diseased  meat  lias  been  disposed  of 
under  supervision  at  the  knackers  yard.  There  has  been  one  item  of 
interest  which  should  be  recorded  namely  that  I reported  upon  one 
carcase  of  a pig  to  the  Ministry  as  suspected  Swine  hcver  and  it 
was  confirmed. 


During  the  year  I was  called  upon  to  examine  a waggon  load 
of  bananas  at  the  railway  goods  siding.  They  were  unfit  for  human 
consumption  and  British  Railways  had  to  arrange  for  their  disposal. 
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Factories  Act,  1937 

During  the  year  the  County  Fire  Service  Officer  was  called  in 
to  report  upon  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  from  three  factories  in 
the  area.  These  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  certificates  were 
issued  in  each  case. 


Another  item  which  can  be  recorded  is  the  erection  of  sanitary 
conveniences  at  wholesale  food  stores.

In  respect  of  the  two  adulterated  milk  samples — cautions  were 
issued  by  the  County  Council  to  the  Dealers  concerned- 
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ICE-CREAM  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  REGULATIONS,  1947. 

The  regulations  broadly  require  that,  subject  to  certain  quali- 
fications, the  ingredients  of  ice-cream  shall  be  heat-treated  after 
being  mixed  and  that  the  mixture  shall  then  be  cooled  until  the 
freezing  process  has  begun.  After  freezing  the  ice-cream  must 
not  be  sold  unless  it  has  been  kept  at  a temperature  of  not  more 
than  28°F,  or  if  its  temperature  has  risen  above  28°F,  unless  it  has 
again  been  heat  treated  and  then  kept  at  not  more  than  28°F  after 
being  frozen. 

In  the  circular  accompanying  the  regulations  it  is  stated  that 
as  yet  no  test  has  been  devised  the  reliability  of  which  is  sufficiently 
established  to  justify  its  use  as  a statutory  test,  non-compliance 
with  which  would  constitute  an  offence.  However,  attention  is  being 
drawn  to  a form  of  methylene  blue  test,  and  it  is  suggested  that 
if  out  of  the  four  grades  recommended  ice-cream  consistently 
fails  to  reach  Grades  i and  2,  it  would  be  reasonable  to  regard 
this  as  indicating  defects  of  manufacture  or  of  handling  which  calls 
for  further  investigation.
